MENDATIONS FOR CUT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. 


•The house appropri- 


ations committee, contend- 
ing; that WPA rolls carry 
"l&ousands neither rightful- 
•ly^nor justifiably thereon," 
formally recommended to- 
.day a $725,000,000 appro- 
priation to keep the relief agency 
going until Juno 30. 


The full .committee thus went 


along with a sub-committee in a 
revolt against the administration's 
spending p* tyrant. 


President Roosevelt had asked 


$875,000,000 for WPA but that fig- 
ure, the committee said, "presages 
a continued degree of unemploy- 
ment out of harmony with gener- 
al recovery Indications." 


Four republican committeemen, 


asserting that "a national scandal 
requires Immediate action," went 
even farther. They said In a mi- 
nority report that funds should 
be appropriated now on!;- to keep 
WPA operating until April 7. 


By '.hat date, they ^dded, there 


should 
>••> a basis for future con- 


duct of relief activities, 'revamp- 
ed and revised." 


"The minority," they said, "con- 


demns the administration of relief 
which stands charged with waste 
and extravagance, with the scan- 
£->dalous use for political purposes of 
;.,5Woi?sy ,appronrl»T.e|i for those in 
need, and with the fostering of 
ubyersive propaganda against the 
"'Vernment itself," 
Mai-Admin IB tratlon of Funds 
They added, however, that they 
realized that the "unfortunate mal- 
administration 
of 
relief 
funds" 
should not be used as a penalty on 
those In distress at this time. 
Rep. Woodrum (D-Va) opened 
debate by contending WPA could 
drop 600,000 from Us rolls in the 
next five months because It expects 
private employment to Increase by 
1,500,000. 


House leaders had arranged for 
debate to continue until tomorrow 
afternoon and said they would pi(sh 
the measure to passage by tqmor- 
rom night. 


Woodrum, In charge of the relief 
bill In the house, said he had re- 
cognized the necessity of meeting 
relief needs and stimulating re- 
covery, "but I have never subscrib- 
ed to that school of thought that 
lavish public spending was sound 
business Judgment or the way to 
economic stability." 


He said he felt congress was In- 
viting "national disaster to our 
economic structure" if it continued 
to pil eup expenditures beyond any 
hope of revenue to meet them.

AUSTIN, 
Jan. 12,—(>P)—The 


house of representatives decided 
today to build a brass rail around 
member's desks In the hope of 
making procedure almost as or- 
derly as that in the senate. 


Proponents 
of 
the 
resolution 


adopted 109 to 26, said the need 
was urgent because the general 
public "with some reason," was 
calling the house a "three-ring 
circus" and "the biggest show on 
earth." 


They added that one cause of 


the senate decorum was that tho 
upper chamber had a railing and 
admittance within It was strictly 
limited. 


"Wo never can have as much 


order as the senate," said Rep- 
resentative Morris of Greenville, 
the resolution's author, "because 
we have a larger body. However 
we can improve conditions con- 
siderably by keeping wives and 
non-working employes outside the 
rail." 


The proposal gave advocates of 


rigid economy their first oppor- 
tunity to warn against Increased 
appropriations.

The visit "oTbr. Hjalmar 


Schacht, German miniBter, 
to London, is one of _ many 
signs that the economic and 
financial plight of the Third 
Reich is getting desperate. 


This is largely a result 


of the vast measures taken 
by the Nazi government for 
defense and aggression in 
the last six years. As a re- 
sult of turning the national 
strength from normal pro- 
duction to military expan- 
sion, the German national 
debt, low when Hitler as- 
sumed power, is now be- 
lived to be as large as that 
of the United 
States, 
al- 
thought German resources 
are a small fraction of ours. 
Few Germans know it, be- 
cause the budgets and fi- 
nancial statements are jug- 
gled and the facts kept from 
the public. 


A secondary 'cause of fi- 


nancial trouble is the loss 
of foreign trade. 
This is 


so alarming lately that the 
Berlin government has been 
creating a group of indus- 
trial and commercial dicta- 
tors to promote exports. 
The records for the present 
calendar year is expected 
to show German imports at 
least 
$100,000,000 larger 


than exports. This means a 
loss in German exchange se- 
riously 
handicapping do- 


mestic finance.

An agreement made be- 


tween the State of Vermont 
and the federal government 
ends a controversy \yhich 
had delayed part of the 
New England flood-control 
project. Vermont refused to 
let the government acquire 
the necessary lands with- 
out the state government's 
consent. 
The contract now signed 


will make it possible to go 
ahead with the work, but 
on Vermont's terms. 
The 


state will first acquire the 
lands itself. Then the fed- 
eral government will reim- 
burse it for expenditures 
"deemed reasonable." After 
that the government may 
go ahead with the propos- 
ed dam and reservoir at 
Union Village which are to 
be part of the Connecticut 
River project.

poultry are kept. 


Bacillary white diarrhea Is the 


only disease of chickens that has 
been proved definitely transmis- 
sible from parent (hen) to off- 
spring (chicks). 


It is a serious health prob- 
lem to both chlckhood and ma- 
turity. It is a very fatal dis- 
ease In young chicks. Infections 
are also found In adult 
birds 


but these seldom show any symp- 
toms. 


Mies Rettiger continued by giv- 


ing the four causes In financial 
losses; (1) Death of baby chicks, 
(2) Diminished egg production In 
hens and pullets, (3) Occasional- 
ly, death of hens due to general- 
ized pullorum Infection, (4) Re- 
duced hatchablllty of eggs. 


This disease Is contagious. It 


spreads from chick to chick from 
adult to adult. The eggs from dis- 
eased hens transmits the disease 
directly to the 
chicks 
hatched 


from them. An average of one 
out of seven eggs layed by an 
infected hen Is Infected. When 
that egg hatches the chick Is In- 
fected.

Barry Club 
"There is no cure for white dlor- 
rhea In chickens and It Is quite 
fatal," Miss Clare Rettiger told 
fifteen members of the Barry Home 
Demonstration Club in their first 
meeting -of the new year at the 
school 
building, last 
Thursday,' 
Mrs. S. B. Watson, presiding. 
Continuing her discussion, Miss 
Rettiger says in breeding not to 
use any eggs produced from hens 
that have it. The germ is In the 
ovary of a hen. One egg out of 
every seven that's hatched will 
produce one chick and so the 
cycle goes on. 


The symptoms of the diseased 
chick are as follows: Huddle to- 
gether, get close to heat, are 
drowsy, down ruffled, droppings 
sticky, and brownish green color. 
As to the symptoms of the hen, 
the'egg yolk will be long and nar- 
row, 
angular, harder, and shrunk- 
en. They do not lay as many eggs. 


The safest thing to do Is to get 
rid of the chickens that'have it! 
The chicks will all die that are go- 
ing to at the end 
f two week*. 
Sanitation is the one precaution In 
treating the little ohicks. 
Mr. John Borros from Burros' 
chick hatchery In Corslcana came 
and gave us a demonstration on 
blood testing the hen for the dis- 
ease, calling it "the rapid test." 
Build a container of wood for a 
can. that is about 10 or 12 Inches 
long and 6 Inches deep. This can 
contains hot water about blood 
temperature. Place a mirror over, 
the can, and with a needle draw a 
drop of blood from the hen and 
mix with antigen. Spread over area 
of one Inch, Let It remain one or 
two1 tpjnutes. The blood mixture 
~"Vcurdle,if the .hen.has it. "*-'-

SPEAKER OF HOUSE 


AUSTIN, Jan. 10.- 


The forty-sixth Texas leg- 
islature sailed away at noon 
today on a four-months voy- 
age, of law-making. 


As gavels of presiding 


officers banged in senate 
and house of representatives 
all on the surface was back-slap- 
ping harmony and goodwill but 
old heads warned there were 
breakers ahead in the form of old 
age pension and tax problems and 
storms of controversy wore certain 
to develop. 


There was a big question mark 
in the minds of the legislators, 
who were gathered for their first 
session since election last summer, 
when 
the 
name of 
Governor- 
Elect W. Lee O'Daniol, the Fort 
Worth flour merchant, was men- 
tioned. 


The man who will be Inaugur- 
ated Jan. 17 to succeed Gov. James 
V. Allred had not disclosed the 
recommendations he will present 
to the legislature but had said 
he would endeavor to make old 
age assistance the first business 
of the 'biennial meeting. 


A flood of bills, which for tho 
session probably will total about 
1,600, and proposals to amend the 
constitution, which may number 
scores, were ready for introduct- 
ion, hut it will be a long time be- 
fore they are considered. 
First 
must come organization of the 
legislature, including appointment of 
commttees, and then public hear- 
ings, which may be exhaustive. 


Lieutenant-Governor Walter F. 
Woodul of Houston rapped the 
senate Into life at 12:05 p. m., 
while Secretary of State Edward 
Clark performed the same func- 
tion in tho house of representa- 
tives one minute later. 


House Gallery Filled. 
The house gallery was 
filled 
several minutes before the session 
began and the floor was crowded 
with members of the lower legis- 
lative 
branch and their wives, 
daughters and friends. 
Rep. Roy I. Tennant, Jr., of 
Longvlew, the shortest member of 
the house, was in the seat occu- 
pied at the last session by Llnd- 
ley Beckwortb, now the "baby" 
member of congress. 
"Maybe I'll go to congress, too," 
the tiny East Texan jokingly re- 
marked.

Clark was Mrs. Oveta Gulp Hob- 
by of Houston, expert former par= 
llamentarlan of the house who 
will serve again in that capacity 
for a few weeks.

AUSTIN, Jan. 10.—(ff>—The 46th 
Texas legislature assembled today 
In an atmosphere of uncertainty 
caused by failure thus far of- Gov- 
ernor-Elect W. Lee O'Danlel to dis- 
close where he wants to get the 
money with which to enlarge old 
age pensions. 
Pensions, other social security 
programs, taxes and appropriations 
were the principal Issues as the 
181-mcmber body embarked on a 
session which may go down in his- 
tory as one of the most tumultous 
of the present generation. 
O'Danlel, tho radio entertainer 
whose election last year amazed 
the nation, is a newcomer to poli- 
tics but old heads wlll.be In direct 
charge of both house and senate, 
One of the first things on the 
house schedule after convening of 
the legislature at noon was election 
of R Emmett Morse of Houston, 
a seventh-termer, as speaker. Coke 
Stevenson of Junction, the only 
man in recent history to serve 
:wlce as speaker, will preside over 
:ho senate after his inauguration 
next Tuesday as lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 


There was no shortage of suc- 
cessful politicians in either branch. 
Seventy-two of the 160 house mem- 
bers and 23 or the 31 senators were 
members of the legislature which 
16 months ago turned down retlr- 
ng Governor James V. Allred's re- 
quest for higher taxes for old age 
)enstons and other purposes. 
Morse Unopposed 
• 
Aside from the house's choice of 
Horse, who was unopposed, and

George M. Newton, both of 
Cameron, There was not a republi- 
can or independent in the lot 
Means Higher Taxes 
Two senate leaders, Morris Rob- 
erts of Pettus and John S. Reddltt 
of Lufkln, took a quick look at the 
recently completed budget recom- 
mendations' of the state board of 
control and concluded that if old 
age pensions were liberalized it 
meant higher taxes. 
The question in which the pub- 
ip was most Interested was whom 
*e taxes would hit. Levies most 
discussed were, higher imposts pn 
natural .resources and a general 
sales tax, Robert W. Calvert, now 
out of the legislature but the im- 
mediate, past speaker, voiced tht 
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opinion there would be a deadlock 
on old age pensions and taxes with 
the result no change would be made 
in either. 
"If the deadlock is broken," he 
said, "it will be in favor of a sales 
tax, not taxes on natural re- 
sources." 
Rep. Eugene Worley of Sham- 
rock, .chairman of the House OH 
and Gas committee of the 46th 
house, was another holding the 
opinion the legislature probably 
would not levy additional taxes. 
"I seriously doubt," he said, "that 
provision will be made for aiding 
dependent children or the blind or 
matching teachers' contributions to 
their retirement fund. The house 
probably will favor boosting natur- 
al resources taxes around $2,000,000 
a year for old age pensions but the 
senate likely will 
propose 
some 
form of sales tax and the long ses- 
sion will end with taxes as they are 
at present." 


Eighty New Members. 


Jan. 10.—</P>—Eighty 
new members will be found in the 
new Texas legislature. 
The house with a membership 


of 161 has 72 "freshman" mem- 
bers and the senate with a mem- 
bership of 31 includes eight.

Dean G. Acheson, Washington 
attorney serving as counsel for 
Frankfurter, carefully took notes 
of the testimony, but said he 
would make no statement unless 
asked by the committee. 


Sullivan said he was testifying 
as "an American citizen and an 
active practicing attorney."

said he objected to the nomina-

because Frankfurter 
was 
alien burn. 


(Frankfurter was born In Vien- 
na 56 years ago.) 


He said the nominee also had 


"alien-minded 
affiliations" 
with 
such organizations as the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union. 
Frankfurter's espousal of such 
causes, Sullivan said, "accords with 
his willingness to have as collabor- 
ators x x x a number of notorious 
Reds, including William E. Fos-

The witness said the appoint- 
ment of Frankfurter, who Is

Jew, to the high court would 
"wrong our Jewish Americans gen- 
erally." 


Redd told the committee Frank- 
furter had originated the original 
NRA program, and that "he must 
have known it was contrary to 
our American institutions." 
Redd read several published ref- 
erences to the fact that Frankfur- 
ter was a Jew.

Morse is the first 
"big-city" f \ 
speaker since Chester H. Terrell 
of San Antonio In 1913. All 
other things being equal, legisla- 
tors usually won't vote for a 
Houston, Dallas, San Antonio or 
Fort Worth man for the speaker- 
ship. The small city representa- 
tives feel that views of the "big 
city boys" generally are opposed : 
to their own. 
Is Not A Lawyer.

The new speaker also is Tan ' - 
exception to the rule in that he 
Is not a lawyer. A real estate 
man, 
he Is the first non-lawyer .1 
speaker in some time. 
Slightlyv ••'• 
more than half the members o£ 
the new house are not attorneys.

The easy-going Houstonian first 
was elected to the legislature in 
1926 
and has been coming back 
ever since. 


That gives him an advantage 
in continuous service on all of 
his colleagues except C. E. Nlch-, 
olson of Port Neches, who is up 
on him by one term, and R. A.
